Colony is now on short rations. 
The contents: of the reservoirs 
bave become seriously depleted, 
and, quite apart from immediate 
anxieties, some concern is being 
felt regarding the situation inthe 
coming dry season. In such 
metters as-water supplies, long 
views have to be taken, and cn- 
less we get a deal more rain 
before October, the lest few 
months of the year may witness 
an acute shortage. We have re- 
marked before—and we now re- 
jterate it—that it is a matter 
of the individual householder’s 
doty to see thab water is not 
wasted. That isso at any time— 
it is the more so at the present 
moment. Unshappily, limitation 
of supplies does not necessarily: 
result ineconomy in use. Indeed. 
we fear thet in some households 
more water is wasted ‘when it is 
rationed than when it is not—big 
supplies never needed being 
drawn off during the hours when 
the water is turned on. We ap- 
peal to all householders to co- 
operate with the authorities by 
making it s personal responsi- 
bility to see that no wastage 
occurs. Otherwise, the day may 
come when they will wish that 
they bad conserved the available 
supplies. . .
